CONSTITUTION 

OF     THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Akticle  1,  Tbts  luslitution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina. 

Akt.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  educa- 
tion of  younp;  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved 
by  the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  ;  the  employment  of 
missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  lo  the  specific  in- 
tention of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and 
delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to 
its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to 
the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contribu- 
ting at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Con- 
vention, may  become  a  Ufs  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues 
a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Baptist  church  to  which  he  or  she 
belongs.  Also^  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time  may 
become  a  life  member  of  the  Board  ol  Managers  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions. 

,  Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall 
"be  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who  with  twenty  others,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  iManagers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  atall  meetings 
of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  to  preside  in 
case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be 
required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  oflTices. — 
The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Board ;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, which  shall  be  audited  and  published  with  the  minutes.  The  du- 
ty of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate ;  when 
they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  toad  to  carry  into  eflect  the 
objects  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  Associations,  churches,  &c.,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-opera- 
tion with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of 
all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  13.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this   Constitutioii  at  any 


annual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirJs  of  the  members 
present. 

Explanatory  resolution  passed  by  the  Convention  in  Fayettevillc, 
October  iGtli,  1854  : 

Rssohcd,  That  the  4th  and  5th  articles  of  the  Constitution  bp  so  con- 
strued as  to  allow  the  different  Associations  to  represent  in  this  body 
upon  funds  expended  within  their  own  bounds,  for  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  on  condition  that  the  Board  of  the  Convention  bt:  allowed 
to  confirm  the  appointment  of  their  missionaries,  and  a  regular  corres- 
pondence be  kept  up  between  the  Boards  of  the  Associations  and  the 
Board  of  the  Convention  ;  and  that  they  report  their  funds  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention  at  each  annual  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer, 
either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  vrhom  ha  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject 
to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  :  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  v.-ithout  special  leave  of  tho 
Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in 
any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the 
members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  other- 
wise directed. 

C.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walking 
across,  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  ob- 
tained, shall  be  deemed  a  broach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to  pro- 
ceeding to  businv'iss. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  rcuuccJ  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover, 
and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
■which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative, it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority  to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to 
by  a  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by   vole  of  the  Convention. 

12.  Xo  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Conven- 
tion, imless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
be  r«minded  of  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

CONSTITUTION 


Nonh  Carolina  Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society. 

Art.  1 .  Tiiis  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Bible  and 
Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Publication  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend  the  circulation 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  of  religious  books  and  publicatioas,  published 
under  the  patrona,a;e  of  our  denomination.  Also-  to  encourage  the  es- 
tablishment of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Sabbath  School  Libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  and  Eecordino:  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Au- 
ditor  and  Depositoiy  Agent,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  with  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  Intermediate  meetings  of 
the  Society,  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  two  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents.

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  bceomo  a  member  of  ihc  Society  by  Ihe 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  at  one 
lime,  a  Life  Member — and  by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  churcli  a  Life  Director,  and  each  Baptist  church 
or  auxiliary  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegation  in  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Society,  for  every  three  dollars  sent  up. 

Art.  6.  Auxiliary  Societies  or  churches  contributing  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society,  shall  receive  dne  half  the  amount  back  in  books. 

Art.  7.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board 
of  JVlanagers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  with  the  officers  of  the 
Society  to  be  appointed  aAnually. 

Art.  8.  Any  auxiliary  Society  will  1)6  recognized  as  such,  upon  send- 
ing to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  copy  of  their  Constitution  and 
list  of  officers. 

Art.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  kee.p  the  funds  of  the  Society  and  dis- 
burse them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  may  direct  and  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  the  state  of  its  funds,  and  the 
Depository  Agent  shall  keep  the  Books  and  Publications  of  the  Society, 
and  dispose  of  them  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct. 

Art.  10.  The  Society  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  appoint  one  or 
more  persons  to  deliver  an  annual  address  or  sermon,  at  the  next  anni- 
versary. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  or  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  Agents,  and  fix  their  compensation. 

Art.  12.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  annually  publish- 
ed with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society 


FORM  OF  AN  AUXILIARY  TO   THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   BIBLE 
AND  BAPTIST  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 

Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Bible  and  Baptist  Publica- 
ation  Society  of  churcli  or   town,  the   object  of  which  shall  be 

the  encouragement  of  the  circulation  of  Bibles,  religious  books  and 
tracts,  and  the  eslabhshmenl  of  one  or  more  Sabbath  Schools  and  li- 
braries. 

Art.  2.  This  Society  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Bible 
and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  its  officers  shall  be  a  President, 
two  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  with  a  Board 
of  njne  Mar^agers,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  3.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Yice  Presidents, 
shall  preside  at  its  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  record  its  proceed- 
ings ;  the  Tre;»surer  receive,  keep,  and  disburse  its  funds  according  to 
the  order  of  the  Society  ;  and  the  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

Art.  4'.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Agent  or 
Treasurer  of  the  parent  State  Society,  one  half  to  be  returned  in  books  at 
cost  prices,  and  the  other  half  devoted  to  the  aid  of  destitute  Sabbath 
Schools  and  neighborboods. 

Art.  5.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of 
one  or  more  of  its  presiding  officers.  At  the  annual  meetings,  some_  one 
shall  be  selected  to  address  the  Society,  or  preach  a  sermon  before  it. 

Art.  6.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  con- 
tributing annually  to  its  funds,  or  a  life  member,  by  the  contributiou, 
at  one  time,  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.

Annual  Report 

"O/"  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Church  Extension  So- 
ciety of  North  Carolina. 

In  presenting  their  annual  report,  the  trustees  of  the 
B.  C.  E.  Society  of  N.  C.  would  reiterate  their  conviction 
of  the  necessity  and  utility  of  our  organization. 

The  Board  met  at  the  time  designated  by  the  Society  in 
the  Baptist  church  in  Murfreesboro,  viz  :  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  November,  1854,  and  proceeded  to  organization. 
Hoping  that  our  treasury  might  be  filled  without  the  in- 
tervention of  an  agent,  a  circular  was  published  request- 
ing every  church  in  the  State  to  take  up  collections  in  aid 
of  the  Society,  but  owing  to  causes  to  the  Board  unknown, 
the  appeal  was  unheeded,  or  if  heeded,  the  results  have 
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not  been  heard  from.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  Board 
became  satisfied  that  no  effective  amount  could  be  raised 
without  a  direct  appeal  to  the  churches  and  members  for 
contributions  by  an  agent;  accordingly  they  tendered  the 
agency  to  our  esteemed  l)rother,  the  late  Elder  W.  C. 
Patterson  of  Eandolph,  but  that  good  man  has  been  called 
away  to  his  heavenly  rest,  and  we  are  not  aware  that  he 
was  ever  able  to  operate  for  the  Society  at  all. 

Thwarted  thus  the  Board  have  been  unablo  to  effect 
much.  While  petitions  have  been  presented  from  fields 
suffering  for  aid,  our  hearts  have  been  saddened.  But  we 
are  not  discoura2:ed,  for  the  churches  ffive  evidence  that 
the  object  o±  this  Society  lies  near  their  heart. 

A  portion  of  the  Board  have  had  interviews  with  a 
brother  in  the  ministry,  whose  praise  is  among  the  church- 
es, and  we  are  ha^opy  to  learn  that  his  services  can  be  ob- 
tained for  the  agency.  The  board,  however,  leave  the  ap- 
pointment to  the  Society,  as  it  is  on  the  eve  of  its  anni- 
versary. 

Invoking  the  Divine  blessing  on  your  deliberation,  we 
submit  to  your  body  this,  our  first  annual  report.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  in  presenting  this,  their  twenty-sixth 
annual  report,  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kind 
providence  of  God  in  sparing  the  lives  of  themselves,  their 
agents,  missionaries  and  beneficiaries  since  your  last 
meeting,  and  in  enabling  them  to  prosecute,  with  some 
degree  of  success,  the  important  interests  committed  to 
their  care.* 

HOME    MISSIONS. 

At  the  first  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at 
Wake  Forest  College,  Dec.  2nd,  1854,  a  letter  was  read 
from  Elder  Robert  B.  Jones  accepting  the  appointment, 
jH-eviously  tendered  him,  to  preach  two  Sundays  in  the 
month,  in  the  town  of  Charlotte, 

He  has  performed  his  duty  faithfully,  and  his  reports 
afford  an  encouraging  prospect  of  good  results. 

Though  but  few  have  been  baptized,  a  church  has  been 
constituted  during  the  year,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of 
funds  raised  to  build  a  comfortable  house  of  worship, — 
The  house  is  now  under  contract,  and  will  soon  be  com- 
pleted. 

At  the  same  time.  Elder  A.  D.  Blackwood  was  appoin- 
ted to  preach  once  a  month  in  the  town  of  Wadesboro. — 
He  accepted  the  appointment,  and  has  preached  regularly 
as  desired  by  the  Board,  but  with  what  success  w^e  have 
not  been  informed.  He  will  doubtless  report  to  the  Con- 
vention, 

At  the  same  time  Eld.  J.  J.  James  was  appointed  to 
preach  twice  a  month  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro.  He  ac- 
cepted the  appointment,  and  has  performed  the  service. — 
Goldsboro  is  a  prosperous  and  rapidly  growing  town,  and 
should  be  occupied  as  speedily  as  possible.  We  have 
there  a  small  church,  but  no  house  of  worship.  Elder 
James  has  started  a  subscription  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  house,  but  has  not  as  yet  secured  a  sufficient  sum  to 
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rvcci  sucli  ii  lioiise  as  it  is  thought  we  ouglit  to  have  in 
Golbsboro. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Jan.  2Uth,  1855,  Elder 
TIaynes  Lennon  was  appointed  to  preach  one  Sabbath- 
evening  in  each  month  in  the  town  of  Lumberton.  He 
accepted  the  appointment,  and  has  performed  the  service 
desired,  but  the  Board  have  received  no  report,  as  tv^j^he 
success  of  his  labors. 

Also  appointed  Elders  W.  M.  Wingate  and  W,  T.  Wal- 
ters to  preach  alternately  two  Sundays  in  the  month,  in 
tlie  town  of  Franklinton.  In  this  place  we  have  neither 
church  nor  house  of  worship ;  but  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
D.  S.  Richardson,  Principal  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  our 
brethren  have  been  permitted  to  occupy  his  academy  build- 
ing for  their  services.  They  reported  good  congregations 
and  a  growing  interest. 

Also,  appointed  Elder  W.  T.  Brooks  to  preach  one 
Sunday  in  the  month  in  the  town  of  Henderson.  In  this 
town  we  have  neither  church  nor  house  of  worship  ;  but 
through  the  polite  invitation  of  our  Methodist  friends, 
Bro.  Brooks  has  preached  regularly  once  a  month  in  their 
house  of  worship. 

He  has  had  good  and  attentive  congregations  and  thinks 
if  we  had  a  house  of  our  own,  a  Baptist  church  might  be 
built  up  there.  At  the  same  meeting,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Beulah  Association,  and  a  pledge  for  their  sup- 
port. Elders  Elias  Dodson  and  Stinceon  Ivey  were  ap- 
pointed missionaries  for  that  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  April  28th,  1855,  Elder 
Thomas  Lausdell  was  appointed  to  preach  in  the  town  of 
Tarboro  until  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.  He  accep- 
ted the  appointment,  but  from  him  we  have  had  no  report. 

At  the  same  meeting,  Elder  J.  D.  Elwell  was,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Pamlico  Association,  appointed  to 
labor  in  their  bounds,  the  Association  to  provide  for  his 
support. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  15th,  Bro. 
B.  F.  Marable  was  appointed  to  preach  weekly  in  the 
town  of  Greensboro  until  the  end  of  the  present  year. — 
This  appointment  brother  Marable  declined,  in  order  to 
prosecute  a  course  of  Theological  study  at  Furman  Uni- 
versity in  South  Carolina.  No  person  has  yet  been  found 
to  occupy  that  important  field. 

Several  of  the  stations  now  occupied  under  appoint- 
icaent  from  the  Board  are   occupied  but  partially,  by  men 
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engaged  in  other  pursuits,  who  giA'e  their  occasional  la- 
bors gratuitously,  or  at  least  without  any  promise  or  ex- 
pectation of  aid  from  the  Board  ;  and  many  important 
fields  are  wholly  neglected,  because  the  Board  have  neither 
the  men  nor  the  means  to  occupy  them. 

During  the  last  winter  and  spring  Eld.  Jonathan  Davis 
of  South  Carolina,  under  appointment  from  the  Domestic 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  impelled  by  a 
martyrlike  devotion  to  the  cause  of  his  master,  entered 
our  State  and  visited  some  of  our  Associations  and  church- 
es. Though  he  was  well  received  and  encouraged  in  his 
mission,  yet  the  infirmities  of  age  and  previous  misfor- 
tune, together  \x\ih.  a  new  misfortune  which  befel  him 
while  in  our  State,  compelled  him  to  return,  to  his  family 
where  he  has  since  died. 

Elder  A.  C.  Dayton,  agent  for  the  Bible  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  Elder  CI.  F.  H.  Crock- 
ett, agent  for  Indjian  Missions,  have  each  spent  a  portion 
of  time  in  our  State,  since  your  last  meeting,  m  collecting, 
funds  for  their  re^.pective  objects. 

EDUCATIOX. 

During  the  present  year  the  Board  have  examined  and 
received,  as  beneficiaries,  six  young  brethren  and  placed 
them  at  AYake  Forest  College,  which  with  three  previously 
there,  make  nine  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
This  is  a  largos*  number  than  they  have  ever  had  at  any 
previous  time,  and  is  perhaps  larger  than  they  have  the 
means  of  sustaining.  But  when  they  looked  at  the 
urgent  demand  for  an  increased  number  of  ministers  they 
could  not  reject  them  ;  and  they  sincerely  trust  that  the 
denomination  will  not  permit  any  of  these  young  breth^ 
ren  to  be  dismissed  for  the  want  of  funds  to  sustain  them. 
The  Board  regard  this,  at  the  present  time,  as  the  most 
important  department  of  our  benevolent  enterprise,  be- 
cause it  is  to  this  department,  mainly  that  we  ai-e  tO'  look 
for  ministers  to  occupy  the  important  fields  that  God,  in 
his  providence,  is  constantly  throwing  open  to  our  de- 
nomination, both  in  our  own  country  and  in  foreign  lands. 

The  reports  from  the  Faculty  of  the  College  show  a 
commendable  degree  of  dilligence  and  success  in  the  ben- 
eficiaries of  the  Convention.  Among  them  are  some 
young  men  of  more  than  ordinary  promise,  and  the  Board 
would  commend  these  young  brethren  to  the  prayers  and 
benevolent  contributions  of  the  Denomination  upon  whom 
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they  are  dependent  for  support  wliilo  llicy  are  laboring- 
to  qualify  themselves  for  the  responsible  work  of  the  gos- 
pel ministry. 

FOKEIGN   MISSIONS. 

For  this  object  there  has  been  no  regular  agent  in  our 
State  until  August  last,  -when  Elder  Elias  Dodson,  for 
many  years  the  faithful  and  efficient  missionary  of  the 
Beulah  Association,  accepted  an  appointment  from  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  travel  for  them  in  this  State. 
With  the  aidof  Bro.  Dodson  in  this  de])artment,  the  Gen- 
eral Agent  of  the  Convention  may  hereafter  confine  his 
labors  more  particularly  to  raising  funds  for  Education 
and  Home  Missions  ;  and  thus  it  is  hoped  that  a  much 
larger  amount  will  be  raised  for  the  several  objects  of  the 
Convention  than  heretofore. 

The  amounts  expended  for  missionary  labor   and  other 
purposes  will  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  which  will 
be  presented  at  your  present  meeting.

Agent's   Report. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention,  I  have,  on 
account  of  some  personal  affliction  and  some  business  en- 
gagements, been  enabled  to  labor  only  about  nine  months 
in  the  service  of  your  Board.  During  this  time,  however, 
I  have  visited  all  the  Associations  in  the  Eastern  and  mid- 
dle portions  of  this  State  :  but  in  some  of  these  my  labors 
were  necessarily  quite  limited. 

Eariy  in  the  Spring  I  visited  the  churches  in  the  Pamlico 
and  Chowan  Asso'ns  "and  hoped  to  be  present  at  the  meeting 
of  both  these  bodies,  but  was  prevented  by  sickness;  on  ac- 
count of  which  my  receipts  are  less  than  they  otherwise 
would  have  been.  I  have  endeavored  to  awaken  the  spir- 
it of  true  christian  benevolence  in  our  churches,  and  to  se- 
cure the  voluntary  action  of  our  brethren  in  the  support  of 
our  institions.  My  experience  teaches  me  that  the  liberali- 
ty and  public  spirit  of  our  churches  are  to  measure  gene- 
rally by  the  corresponding  virtues  of  those  who  minister 
to  them  in  holy  things.  It  will  follow,  therefore,  that  if  this 
Convention  can  secure  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  our 
minstry,  it  will  also  secure  that  of  our  brethren  generally. 
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From  the  pressure  of  tlie  times  and  circumstances  men- 
tioned above,  our  receipts  are  far  less  tliis  year  than  last, 
and  far  less  than  we  would  have  desired.  For  Foreign 
Missions  I  have  collected  in  cash  $200  ;  for  Home  Mis- 
sions $300  :  and  for  Education  $360.27 — making  a  total  of 
$860.27.  There  are  u]3on  our  books  several  hundred  dol- 
lars yet  unpaid.  I  have  during  the  year  attended  several 
interesting  meetings,  and  witnessed  with  pleasure  many 
conversions.  I  have  also  been  instrumental  in  inducing 
several  young  brethren  to  commence  a  regular  course  of 
study  in  reference  to  the  ministry.  With  this  report  I 
anticipate  closing  my  labors  as  the  G  eneral  Agent  of  the 
Convention,  as  I  conceive  that  duty  calls  me  to  labor  in 
a  diiferent  field.  It  is  not  without  sincere  regret  that  I 
thus  separate  m^^self  to  some  extent  from  the  dear  breth- 
ren among  whom  I  have  been  laboring  for  the  last  seve- 
ral years.  I  hope  however,  that  my  place  will  be  filled 
by  some  one  far  better  able  to  place  the  cause  of  the  per- 
ishing heathen  in  our  own  and  foreign  lands.  May  the 
blessing  of  our  gracious  Redeemer  rest  upon  the  Conven- 
tion and  all  connected  therewith,  in  works  of  faith  and 
labors  of  love.

Report  on  New  Fields  of  Laljor, 

Your  Committee  regard  the  destitution  of  the  gospel  as 
very  great,  especially  in  towns.  AVe  have  neglected 
towns,  though  we  have  done  a  great  deal  in  the  country. 
We  lose  much  by  neglecting  towns  and  villages.  People 
are  more  liberal  in  the  support  of  ministers  in  towns  than 
in  the  country.  A  man  worth  $2000  or  $3000  in  a  town 
frequently  gives  more  than  another  in  a  country  who  is 
worth  $100,000.  In  a  certain  city  a  poor  man  who  had 
a  salary  of  $400,  and  who  had  a  family  to  support  give  his 
pastor  $100.  Where  can  we  find  such  liberality  in  the 
country  ? 

There  are  so  many  towns  and  villages  in  our  State  des- 
titute of  Baptist  preaching  that  the  Convention  would  do 
well  to  attend  to  them  altogether,  and  leave  the  country 
to  be  provided  for  by  the  Associations.  Many  towns  and. 
villages  are  destitute,  and  among  the  number  are  Greens- 
borough,  Salisbury,  Beaufort,  Chapel  Hill  and  Washing- 
ton. These  towns  ought  to  have  a  preacher  immediately 
to  spend  one  half  of  his  time  at  each  place.

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Report  on  Indiau  Missions* 

Your  committee  on  Indian  Missions  beg  leave  to  report^ 

That  tlio'  it  is  a  subject  of  much  interest,  tlicy  can  do 
little  more  than  glance  at  a  few  of  its  prominent  features 
in  the  space  allowed  them. 

As  immortal  beings,  and  as  the  original  and  proper 
owners  of  tlie  soil  of  this  western  world,  who  have  been 
driven  from  their  homes,  in  many  instances  by  force  and 
without  compensation  for  their  land,  the  Indians  have 
claims  upon  the  Anglo-American  people,  as  christians, 
j)atriots  and  philanrhropists. 

The  cruelties  inflicted  upon  them  by  the  Europeans,  es- 
pecially the  Spaniards,  in  the  conquest  of  North  and 
South  America  and  the  Yf  est  Indies,  were  unsurpassed  by 
any  thing  of  the  kind  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  world- 
And  in  the  dreary  abodes  into  which  many  of  them  have 
been  driven  in  more  modern  times,  they  are  sulyected  to 
privations  and  calamities  of  a  fearful  chaarcter. 

But,  in  this  gloomy  picture  a  bright  spot  now  appears. 
Not  only  has  much  been  accomplisoed  by  schools  and  mis- 
sio7is,  aided  in  some  instances  by  the  U.  S.  Government, 
some  of  the  tribes  having  been  civilized,  have  assumed  the 
national  character,  adopted  government  laws  and  customs 
like  our  own,  and  in  a  good  degree  evangelized ;  but  ma- 
ny of  them  are  anxiously  inquiring  and  begging  us  for 
teachers  and  the  Ancient  Holy  Speech. 

The  subject  of  Indian  Missions  is  now  claiming  the  at- 
tention of  the  Old  North  State,  in  which  many  have  waked 
up  to  its  importance  ;  and  your  committee  hope  it  will  is- 
sue in  much  good  in  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of 
the  suffering  children  of  the  forest.  And  judging  of  the 
future  by  the  present  and  the  past,  we  feel  assured,  that 
■  under  God,  all  that  is  necessary  to  accomplish  what  is 
desired,  is  to  have  and  sustain  a  sufficient  number  of  self- 
denying  men,  who,  like  Paul,  are  willing  to  coimt  all 
things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of 
Christ.  We  need  missionaries  and  teachers,  and  the 
prayers  and  free-will  offerings  of  those  who  are  now  com- 
fortable in  the  former  home  of  the  Red  man,  and  enjoying 
to  so  great  an  extent  the  blessings  of  civilization,  the  Bi- 
ble and  Bible  Christianity. 

Among  the  encouraging  circumstances  connected  with 
our  efforts  in  the  Indian  Mission  cause,  are  the  facts,  that 
the  Indians  are  not  idolaters,  and  the  preaching  of  the 
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gospel  among  tbcui  is  more  successful,  generally,  tliau  in 
any  other  missionary  field. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  ofi'er  and 
request  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  chiu-ches  and  Associations  of 
the  State,  to  give  special  attention  to  the  subject,  and  to  take  up  collec- 
tions at  least  once  a  year  for  the  purfiose  of  lielping  forward  the  glori- 
ous enterprize  of  Indian  Missions.

He  lived  to  a 
good  old  age,  and,  at  length,  IJice  a  shock  of  corn  fully 
ripe,  he  was  gathered  into  the  garner  of  th«  Lord,  to  en- 
joy the  glorious  reward  which  God  has  in  reversion  for 
the  faithfii). 

Bro".  Patterson  was  for  several  years  the  active  and  effi- 
cient agent  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Publication  So-' 
ciety.  In  its  cause,  and  for  its  interests,  he  labored  faith- 
fully. He  was  an  energetic  brother.  He  did  much  to  ex  1 
tend  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  to  promote  the  benevolent 
objects  of  this  Convention.  But  his  work  is  done — he 
has  gone  to  reap  his  reward. 

Your  Committee,  in  closing  this  brief  and  imperfect 
notice  of  these  dear  brethren,  regret  that  they  have  neither 
time  to  write,  nor  data  upon  which  to  found,  a  report 
that  will  do  justice  to  the  loved  ones  who  have  labored  so 
faithfully  and  efficiently  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.

Your  Committee  on  Church  Exteusioii  ask  leave  to  re- 
port : — 

That,  with  reference  to  edifices  for  religious  service, 
they  view  the  present  time  as  eminently  an  age  of  Church . 
Extension.  All  denominations  of  Christians  are  in  mo- 
tion to  have  good  church  buildings  ;  and  with  sleepless 
vigilance  and  uustaying  expedition,  pre-occupation  is  had 
of  all  those  sites  which  promise  the  most  eftect  and  the 
greatest  good.  Xot  a  single  eligible  spot  in  our  State 
will  much  longer  remain  unoccupied.  The  church-going 
bell  will  soon  be  tolling  on  Sabbath  morning  through  ev- 
ery populous  neighborhood  in  North  Carolina. 

How  unspeakably  important  it  is,  that  those  who  assem- 
ble at  the  ringing  of  these  bells  shall  listen  to  the  uncor- 
ruptcd  word  of  Crod.  But  if  Baptists  delay  to  build  them 
houses,  then  these  faithful  witnesses  for  God  will  be  ex- 
cluded :  and,  instead  of  standing  forth  to  publish  and  de- 
fend the  truth,  they  will  have  to  shrink  iiito  corners  to 
confess  the  guilt  of  their  neglect,  and  mourn  for  Zion's 
desolations. 

It  is  evident  that  Baptists  have  less  cause  to  lament  the 
vrant  of  means  to  build,  than  the  want  of  inclination  to 
use  the  means  they  already  have  ;  and,  neglecting  to  em- 
ploy their  ready  resources,  they  cannot  justly  claim  credit- 
abfe  regard  from  their  brethren  of  other  denominations. 

The  Baptists  ought  to  feel  themselves  called  upon  to 
erect  suitable  houses  at  several  points  ;  two  of  which  may 
be  named  as  beginnings,  namely  :  Goldsboro'  and  Salis- 
bury. We  hope  that  the  Church  Extension  Society  will 
immediately  exert  themselves  to  supply  those  tAvo  places, 
and  others,  as  quick  as  possible. 

Your  Committee  highly  approve  the  objects  of  said  So- 
ciety ;  hope  for  unremitted  energy  from  them  ;  and  pray 
for  their  greatest  successes. 

All  of  which  is  huuiblv  and  praverfullv  submitted.

Report  on  i-cme  Missions. 

Your    Committee,  who   were   appointed  to  report  on 

Home  Missions,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

\Vg  deem  the  sending  of  the  Gospel  to   the  destitute  in

ear  own  midst,  a  subject  to  which  too  miicli  attention  can- 
not be  called.  And,  if  we  should  say  that  it  is  a  subject 
of  the  frst  and  greatest  importance,  we  do  not  know  that 
Ave  should  go  be.yond  the  limits  of  truth. 

There  arc  a  vast  number  of  country  places  and  towns 
in  our  State  destitute  of  the  living  ministry.  There  are  a 
number  of  towns  where  the  Sabbath  sun  arises  and  walks 
his  meridian  pathway,  but  the  solemn  tones  of  the  church- 
going  bell  arc  never  heard  ;  where  twilight  gilds  the  Avest- 
ern  sky,  but  no  ])raises  are  sung  to  Jehovah  ;  where  the 
bar-room,  the  oath,  and  the  obscene  song  take  the  place 
of  God's  worship.  The  inhabitants  of  tliese  places  are 
our  fcllowmortals  ;  they  have  souls  which,  unless  redeem- 
ed by  the  blood  of  Christ,  must  perish  forever,  and  feel  the 
gnaAvings  of  the  worm  Avhich  never  dies,  and  feel  the 
lashings  of  the  jflame  that  shall  never  be  quenched.  They 
7mcst  be  lost  or  saved  ;  but  how  can  they  be  saA-ed  Avithout 
iiearing  tlie  Gospel — for  faith  cometh  by  hearing  ? — and 
how  can  the  ministers  preach  unless  they  be  se^nt?  and 
who  is  to  send  them? 

Again  :  There  are  places  in  our  State,  where  there  is 
preaching— where  the  gospel  is  partly  preached  ;  but  where 
the  Avhole  truth,  and  nothing  but  tlie  truth,  as  it  is  in  Je- 
sus, is  never  preached.  The  gospel  is  held  up,  but  men 
are  taught  to  look  at  it  through  spectacles,  and  these  spec- 
tacles are  made  of  Disciplines,  Prayer  Books,  and  Con- 
fessions of  Faith.  The  Truth,  as  a  whole,  is  never  preach- 
ed ;  part  of  it  is  preached,  and  the  remainder  is  none  oth- 
er than  the  commandments  of  men.  More  than  this :  The 
solemn  ordinances  of  God's  House  are  held  up  to  public 
ridicule  and  contempt,  and  men  are  thus  taught  to  make 
light  of,  and  to  pay  no  attention  to,  the  positive  com- 
mandments of  Jesus  Christ. 

When  these  things  are  taken  into  serious  consideration, 
it  does  seeui  to  your  Committee  that  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  is  one  Avhich  should  be  dear  as  life  to  every 
Baptist. 

In  almost  every  part  of  the  Old  Nortli  State,  fields  of 
labor  may  be  found  for  the  missionary;  fields  Avhich  are 
already  ripe  and  Avaiting  for  the  sickle ;  fields  where 
hundreds  are  perishing  for  lack  of  knoAvledge  ;  fields 
where  the  gospel  should  be  preached  in  its  puritv,  and 
Avher6  people  should  be  taught  to  read  that  goshel  Avithout 
the  help  of  glasses. 
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Your  Committee  ■would,  in  view  of  tiiesc  things,  carnest- 
1}^  recommend  that  the  J3aptists  awake  from  their  sleep  of 
letharoy ;  that  they  arouse  from  their  cold  indifference  ; 
that  the,^pen  their  hearts  and  their  purses,  give  liberally, 
and  send  forth  more  missionaries  in  our  own  midst.  And 
■\vlien  these  missionaries  go  forth,  follow  them  Avitli  ear- 
nest, faitliful,  and  unceasing  prayer.  When  this  is  done, 
we  may  expect  to  sec  our  cause  prosper,  and  have  our 
hearts  made  glad  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

In  conclusion,  we  do  earnestly  ask  that  the  Bapists  of 
North  Carolina  give  more  to,  and  praymorefor  the  cause 
of  Home  Missions  than  heretofore.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS  IN  THE  CHOWAN  ASSOCIATION. 

We  have  had  three  missionaries  in  the  field  a  part  of 
the  time,  during  the  last  associational  year  ;  Brethren 
J.  B.  Webb,  Etherege  and  Delbrige. 

Brother  Webl)  has  been  engaged  72  days,  traveled  891 
miles,  preached  36  sermons,  delivered  28  exhortations, 
and  has  been  instrumental  in  building  up  a  church  near 
Richsquare,  in  Northampton  county,  known  by  the  name 
of  Corinth  ;  has  received  for  his  services  $13,  (expenses 
two  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents,)  leaving  a  balance  due 
him  of  sixty-one  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents. 

Brother  JEtherege  has  been  engaged  41  days,  traveled 
575  miles,  and  preached  4o  sermons;  during  which  time 
lie  has  been  instrumental  in  reviving  and  building  up  one 
of  the  oldest  churches  in  the  Association,  viz  :  Salem 
Church,  in  Pasquotank  county  ;  has  received  twelve  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents,  (expenses  one  dollar  and  seventy 
cents,)  leaving  a  balance  due  him  of  thirty  dollars  and 
twenty  cents. 

Brother  Delbrige  has  been  engaged  65  days,  traveled 
803  miles,  preached  44  sermons,  16  exhortations;  he  has 
received  three  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents  for  his  services, 
(expenses  three  dollars  and  seventy -five  cents.)  balance 
due  him,  sixty-five  dollars. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  our  indebtedness  is  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  sixteen  cents.

Report  on  Foreign  Missious. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  report : 

That  it  must  be  a  subject  of  fervent  congrakilation 
among  Christians,  that  the  general  mind  of  Christendom 
appears  to  be  waking  up,  more  and  more,  to  the  claims  of 
the  heathen,  and  the  consequent  obligations  of  the  desci- 
ples  of  Christ.  And  it  requires  only  a  little  reflection  to 
bring  on  a  state  of  wonder,  not  that  the  Christian  world 
is  so  much  excited  on  the  subject,  but  rather  that  it  has 
so  long  slumbered  in  an  unbelieving  apathy,  and  that  it 
has  waked  up  so  late  to  feeling  and  to  efl^ort  on  this  mo- 
mentous concern.    When  the  dcsciples  of  Christ  in  Eng- 
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land,  about  the  close  of  the  last  ceiiturv,  began  to  think 
and  prav  and  confer  witli  one  another  on  the  meaning 
and  the  obligation  of  their  Savior's  last  commission  :  Go 
je  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture,— they  did  not  hesitate  in  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  a  plain  and  pressing  duty  to  send  the  gospel  to 
^ heathen  lands  ;  and  as  soon  as  they  began  to  act,  their 
minds  vrere  more  and  more  stirred  and  agitated  with  the 
grand  idea.  They  looked  at  one  another  and  exchanged 
expressions  of  amazement  and  self-reproach,  that  they 
could  so  long  have  thought  themselves  Christians,  without 
having  missions  to  the  idolatrous  Pagan  world.  It  was  a 
cutting  reproof  which  some  poor  heathen  convert  gave  to 
a  missionary  of  the  East :  "  You  tell  me,'"'  said  he,  "  that 
there  is  a  Heaven,  and  that  there  is  a  hell  ;  and  that  the 
Son  of  God  came  down  from  Heaven  to  save  ns  from  the 
one  and  raise  us  to  the  other,  and  that  it  is  eighteen  hun- 
dred years  since  you  Christians  ~  have  known  this.  How 
comes  it,  then,  that  it  has  been  so  long  in  getting  to  our 
ears?'"'  The  inquiry  implied  the  disgraceful  charge  :  Ei- 
ther you  christians  do  not  believe  your  own  religion,  or 
you  have  no  hearts  for  your  unhappy  fellow-men. 

But  it  is  a  subject  for  thankfulness  and  rejoicing,  that 
nmv  the  mass  of  professors  of  Christianity  has  become  so 
roused  up  to  this  duty  that  no  religious  sect  is  so  obscure 
and  nnambitious  as  to  be  willing  to  go  without  a  share  in 
the  credit  and  reputation  of  missions.  They  feel  that 
they  cannot  sustain  themselves  with  decency  in  the  com- 
munity of  christian  bodies  if  they  let  others  have  the  mo- 
nopoly of  this  glorious  field ;  if  they  do  do  not  have  their 
mark  too  among  the  stations  on  the  missionary  map  of  the 
globe.  Missionary  glory  has  become  essential  to  the  on 
ward  character  of  a  church  as  well  as  to  its  inward  health 
and  vigor  :  and  now  we  all  begin  to  feel,  that  a  zeal  for 
missions  is  the  text  to  determine  the  amount  of  life  and 
intelligence  that  exists  in  any  society  of  christians  ;  and 
that  a  report  of  heathen  converts  is  necessary  to  convince 
the  world  and  to  convince  our  own  people  "that  God  is 
with  us  of  a  truth."  When  we  say  that  an  announcement 
of  heathen  converts  is  necessary  as  a  sign  that  God  is 
with  us,  we  mean  real  converts,  not  merely  crowds  of  bap- 
tized persons  induced  to  put  on  the  badge  of  Christianity 
for  the  sake  of  bringing  to  the  church  spiritual  domina- 
tion, or  enabling  it  to  boast  of  successful  proselytism.  The 
Savior's  awful  rebuke  to  the  Pharisees:  "Ye  compass  sea 
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and  land  to  make  one  proselyte,  and  when  lie  is  made  ye 
make  him  two  fold  more  the  child  of  hell  than  yourselves/' 
cuts  off  all  boasting  of  mere  nominal  converts.  No  ;  we 
mean  not  such  national  conversions  as  this,  of  which  the 
middle  ages  furnish  us  examples  enough — examples  for 
warning  rather  than  imitation.  Clovis,  the  heathen  king 
of  the  Franks,  married  a  christian  princess  and  being  hard 
pressed  in  battle  called  for  help  upon  the  God  of  his 
Queen.  The  battle  resulted  in  his  favor,  upon  which  he 
was  baptized  with  several  thousands  of  his  subjects,  both 
men  and  women.  Were  we  to  desire  such  converts  as 
these,  a  regiment  of  mounted  dragoons  would  be  a  far 
more  appropriate  band  of  missionaries  than  the  meek  and 
peaceful  men  whom  we  send  abroad.  The  only  converts 
we  desire  or  labor  for  are  regenerated,  transformed  men 
and  women  such  as  the  Corinthians  becauie  after  the  A- 
postles's  ministry  among  them.  They  had  been  "  drunk- 
ards, thieves,  idolaters,  murderers,  adulterers,  extortion- 
ers, revilers  and  such  like,"  but  they  were  now  washed, 
and  sanctified,  and  made  meet  for  the  inheritance  of  the 
saints  in  light.  Equally  astonishing  changes  have  mark- 
ed modern  missions  when  undertaken,  and  carried  on 
with  apostolic  faith  and  love,  proving  that  Christ's  prom- 
ise of  being  with  us  ministers  to  the  end  of  the  world  has 
not  failed.  In  America,  in  Africa,  in  Asia,  the  prophet's 
beautiful  eml^lems  have  been  realized :  the  lion  and  the 
wolf  have  become  lambs,  the  asp  has  lost  its  venom  ;  and 
the  little  child  plays  with  the  crested  basilisk.  Of  such, 
fruits  resulting  from  modern  missions  sang  the  christian, 
poet : 

They  were  what  base  credulity  believes 

Trnechristians  are:  dissembles,  drunkards,  thieves; 

The  full-gorged  savage,  at  his  nauseous  feast 

Spent  half  the  darkness  and  snored  out  the  rest 

What  are  they  uow  1 

The  wretch  who  once  sang  wildly,  danced  and  laughed. 

And  sucked  in  dizzy  madness  with  his  draught, 

Has  wept  a  silent  liood  reversed  his  ways 

Is  sober,  meek,  benevolent,  and  prays. 

Feeds  sparingly,  conniiunicates  his  store. 

Abhors  the  craft  he  boasted  of  before. 

And  he  that  stole  has  learned  to  steal  no  more. 

Such  blessed  credentials  as  these  has  God  honored  our 
missions  with.  These  are  our  trophies.  These  are  the 
first-fruits  which  we  present  unto  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
saying  :  "  Here  arc  we  and  tlie  children  whom  thou  hast 
t!:iven  us." 
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The  Ba])tists  of  North  Carolina  have,  Tve  rejoice  to  say, 
entered  with  newly  awakened  ardor  ou  this  field  of  hon- 
orable competition.  They  feel  as  if  they  had  remained  too 
long,  with  folded  hands,  subjecting-  themselves  to  this  hu- 
miliating reproach  from  their  master  and  their  In-cthren  r 
"  Others  are  toiling  in  the  field  ;  why  stand  ye  here,  all 
the  day,  idle  ?"  That  their  inaction  has  not  been  attrib- 
utable to  Avant  of  heart  or  want  of  funds  is  demonstrated 
whenever  the  minds  of  our  people  are  properly  awakened 
and  appealed  to.  Let  any  brother  full  of  missionary  zeal 
come  among  us,  and  present  to  us  with  proper  earnest- 
ness what  is  expected  of  our  faith,  of  our  character  and 
of  our  wealth, — straightway  the  hearts  pf  our  people  melt 
under  the  appeal,  and  their  purses  are  opened  and  poured 
into  the  treasury  of  God.  But  we  hope,  after  all  the  sums 
raised  among  us  for  this  holy  purpose,  that  our  pecuniary 
contributions  are  by  no  means  the  measure  and  guage  of 
our  missionary  zeal.  We  can  say  in  apology  for  the 
smallness  of  our  contributions,  that  a  large  portion  of  our 
people  are  poor  in  the  wealth  of  this  world — that  not 
many  of  the  rich,  not  many  of  the  mighty  are  numbered 
in  our  churches,  and  therefore  the  aggregate  of  our  dona- 
tions makes  the  less  figure,  even  tho'  our  abler  members 
may  give  liberally.  We  hope,  however,  that  our  whole 
body  will  be  stirred  up  to  add  to  their  liberality,  and  if 
they  have  hitherto  done  much,  that  they  will  still  more 
abound,  as  God  may  have  prospered  them,  and  he  has 
prospered  them.  Let  us  be  stimulated,  dear  brethren,  by 
the  words  of  our  Lord  :  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  , 
to  receive,"  and  that  '•  whosoever  shall  give  to  a  disciple  a 
cup  of  cold  water,  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward."  But 
what  shall  become  of  us  in  the  great  day  of  Jesus  Christ 
when  we  and  the  heathen  converts  shall  face  each  other 
at  the  judgment  bar,  if  it  can  be  said  of  us  that  we  have 
had  no  part  or  lot  in  giving  the  cup  of  living  water  to 
these  poor  gathered  outcasts  of  the  Gentiles,  and  if  the 
Searcher  of  hearts  shall  spurn  all  our  ])rofessions  of  per- 
sonal attachment  to  himself  by  that  awful  word  of  repro- 
bation :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these  my  brethren,  vc  did  it  not  to  me."

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  highly  important  at  the  present  time  to 
increase  the  circulation  of  the  Biblical  llecorder. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  do  this,  and  to  this  end  each  member  of  the 
^Convention  be  requested  to  make  personal  effort  before  our  next  meet- 
ing to  obtain  as  many  new  subscribers  as  possible.

Report  on  Education. 

Your  committee,  appointed  on  that  part  of  the  Board's 
annual  report  which  refers  to  the  education  of  the  minis- 
istry,  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report. 

Education  occupies  one  of  the  first  places  among  mod- 
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crn  enterprises.  Common  Schools,  academies,  and  schools 
of  higher  order,  both  lor  males  and  females,  arc  being  es- 
tablished in  our  State.  For  the  education  of  our  sons, 
there  is  Wake  Forest  College  and  a  number  of  academies 
in  successful  operation.  For  the  education  of  our  daugh- 
ters, there  is  the  College  at  Oxford,  the  Collegiate  In- 
stitute at  Murfreesboro',  and  others  of  an  inferior  but  res- 
pectable grade.  These  seminaries  of  learning,  we  regard 
as  Tvorthy  the  patronage  of  the  denomination  and  public 
generally.  The  means  of  education  are  uo"w  Avithin  the 
reach  of  almost  every  one:  and  the  people  being  more  gen- 
erally and  thoroughly  instructed,  require  an  enlightened 
ministry. 

Your  committee  learn  •with  pleasure  that  there  are  nine 
beneficiaries  at  "W.  F.  College,  preparing  for  the  minis- 
try :  but  it  is  with  sincere  regret  they  learn  that  this  num- 
ber is  proJjably  more,  than  the  amount  of  funds  usually 
contributed  for  this  purpose,  will  support. 

The  education  of  our  young  ministers  is  properly  re- 
garded as  your  most  important,  benevolent  enterprise. — 
Through  this  instrumentality,  ministers  are  to  be  furnish- 
ed for  important  stations,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  And 
if  the  funds  for  ministerial  education,  were  annually  in- 
creased, no  doubt  the  number  of  l)eneficiaries  would  also 
be  greatly  increased,  and  much  more  good  would  be  ac- 
complished. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  your  committee  would  re- 
commend to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  tbat  there  are  presentsd 
to  our  youth,  so  many  opportunities  for  the  acquisition  of  useful  knowl- 
edge. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  considovat'on  of  the  increased  number  of  our 
beneficiaries,  and  tlie  low  state  of  the  treasury,  our  contributions  to  tlie 
education  fund,  sliould  be  greatly  enlarged. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  presezit  crisis  demand  of  us  an  educated  minis- 
try.
